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COVER  STORY 


The  coin  illustrated  on  our  front  cover  this  month  (E344)  is  a  rather  pleasing  penny  of 
Aethelwulf;  sub  King  of  Essex,  Kent,  Surrey  and  Sussex,  825-39  (under  his  father 
Ecgberht).  King  of  all  Southern  England  839-55.  King  of  Essex,  Kent  and  Sussex  only 
855-58. 

As  can  be  deduced  from  the  above  royal  titles,  this  was  a  time  of  considerable 
change  in  both  the  English  kingdoms  and  rulers.  The  history  of  the  period  is  further 
complicated  by  the  increased  number  of  Viking  raids  in  the  area.  These  could 
justifiably  be  called  "invasions"  and  gave  rise  to  more  significant  conflicts. 

Towards  the  end  of  his  reign  Aethelwulf  went  to  Rome,  and  on  his  return  journey  in 
856,  married  the  daughter  of  Charles  the  Bald,  King  of  France.  This  marriage  may 
well  have  led  to  the  eventual  seccession  of  Wessex  to  Aethelbald  his  eldest  son,  with 
whom  he  ruled  jointly  and  who  succeeded  him  in  858.  Aethelwulf s  sons,  each  of 
whom  reigned  in  some  part  of  the  Kingdom  also  included  Aethelberht  858-865/6, 
Aethelred  I  865/6-71  and  Alfred  the  Great,  871-99. 

On  his  coins,  Aethelwulf  continued  his  father’s  legend  REX  SAXONIORUM  and 
also  adds  on  some  OCCIDENTALIUM  SAXONORUM  (King  of  the  West  Saxons). 
Our  particular  piece  shows  the  more  common  reverse  with  the  Moneyer’s  name  in  a 
voided  cross,  continuing  in  the  angles.  The  chipped  edge  is  not  unusual  on  coins  of  this 
period. 


A.N.A.  CONVENTION,  1986

The  95th  Annual  Convention  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  was  held  at  the 
Milwaukee  Exposition  and  Convention  Centre  and  Arena  (MECCA)  from  August  6th 
to  l()th,  and  we  made  our  usual  'pilgrimage’  to  the  event,  Gavin  Manton  and  1  being 
the  company’s  representatives  this  time. 

A.N.A.  conventions  are  mammoth  affairs  which  dwarf  all  similar  events  anywhere 
else  in  the  world.  The  show  is  held  in  a  different  American  city  each  year.  Over  300 
dealers  manned  tables  and  this  year,  for  the  first  time,  two  dealers  were  allowed  to 
share  one  table.  Apart  from  buying  and  selling  which  takes  place  on  the  bourse  area, 
much  else  happens  nearby.  There  are  A.N.A.  Board  and  Business  Meetings;  an 
official  Auction,  in  which  thousands  of  lots  come  under  the  hammer  in  five  separate 
sessions;  an  Educational  Forum;  a  large  number  of  exhibits,  the  best  of  which  can  win 
prizes;  an  Authors'  Table  where  visitors  can  meet  numismatists;  numerous  club  and 
society  meetings;  and,  of  course,  the  inevitable  receptions,  breakfasts  and  banquets. 

The  1986  show  was,  as  always,  a  good  guide  to  strengths  and  weaknesses  in  the  coin 
market.  In  the  US  series,  top  quality  gold  coins  and  commemorative  half-dollars  were 
particularly  saleable,  though  collectors  and  dealers  alike  were  fussier  than  usual  about 
condition.  Ancient  coins  were  popular,  but  with  dealers  reporting  no  special  pattern  to 
the  market.  In  the  British  series,  cheaper  English  hammered  coins  were  selling  well.  In 
foreign  coinage,  Latin  American  countries  and  Eastern  European  states  had  their 
usual  crop  of  devotees,  although  buying  was  selective.  Dealers  from  Germany  and 
Switzerland  were  showing  interest  in  keenly  priced  material  from  their  own  countries. 

Not  only  are  there  the  five  days  of  the  convention  itself  but  immediately  preceding  it 
is  P.N.G.  day,  where  dealers  who  are  members  of  the  American  Professional 
Numismatists  Guild  hire  tables.  Seaby  is  a  member  of  this  organization  and  took  a 
table. 


EARLY  DAYS  WITH  SEABY’S 

PETER  SEABY 

A  few  weeks  ago  the  Editor  of  the  Bulletin  reminded  me  that  it  would  soon  be  the 
sixtieth  anniversary  of  the  company  and  would  I  please  write  something  appropriate 
for  the  occasion,  perhaps  my  recollections  of  my  early  days  with  the  firm.  I  replied  that 
reminiscences  could  be  very  boring.  'Well,  just  do  the  best  you  can',  he  said.  So  here  it 
is: 

The  earlier  years  of  the  company  have  been  recorded  in  this  Bulletin  on  more  than  one 
occasion  (July  1966,  July  1976  and  February  1980)  so  it  would  be  repetitious  to  go  into 
details.  In  brief,  my  father,  Herbert  Allen  Seaby,  who  had  been  with  Messrs  Spink  and 
Son  since  1919,  was  secured  financial  backing  by  Valentine  Ryan,  that  wealthy  and 
eccentric  collector  of  Roman  and  English  coins,  so  that  he  could  commence  business 
on  his  own  account  and  at  the  same  time  act  as  Ryan's  numismatic  agent  in  London. 
Ryan’s  agent  in  Ireland,  Toler  Roberts  Garvey,  became  a  sleeping  partner  in  the 
company.  Father  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  buy  the  collection  of  the  Reverend 
W.  L.  Gantz  which  gave  him  a  stock  of  some  6,000  British  coins  with  which  to  start 
business.  The  firm  w'as  named  'B.  A.  Seaby  Limited'  as  father  was  always  known  as 
'Bert'  to  family  and  friends  (he  disliked  the  name  Herbert)  and,  as  a  result,  some  of 
our  clients  have  assumed  an  establishment  by  a  more  senior  generation.  To  his  earlier 
staff  he  was  always  'Mr.  Seaby',  but  latterly  it  was  the  more  informal  and  affectionate 
‘H.A.S.’ 

In  the  summer  of  1926  I  was  only  five-and-a-half  years  old  and,  to  be  honest,  I  recall 
nothing  of  the  commencement  of  Seaby's  in  June  and  July  of  that  year.  I  see  that  the 
Articles  of  Association  are  dated  28  July,  though  the  company's  first  price  list  was  sent 
out  in  June.  I  suspect  that  I  was  holidaying  with  my  grandparents  during  those  frenetic 
weeks  when  my  father  was  busy  renting  premises  and  engaged  in  making  his  first 
purchases  of  stock.  It  was  father’s  sister  Mildred,  who  assisted  with  the  setting  up  of 
the  two  small  rooms  on  the  fifth  floor  of  Oxford  Circus  House,  above  the  Underground 
Station,  doing  the  secretarial  work  and  'holding  the  fort’  while  H.A.S.  was  out  of  the 
office.  At  a  later  date  I  came  up  to  Oxford  Circus  House  in  the  holidays  and  was  found 
various  jobs  to  keep  me  occupied. 

It  was  history  and  natural  history  that  had  been  my  principle  interests  at  Kent 
College,  Canterbury,  one  of  the  Methodist  schools.  On  free  afternoons  I  had  often 
cycled  over  to  Swalecliffe,  near  Whitstable,  and  recovered  fragments  of  mammoth 
tusk  and  bones  of  other  prehistoric  animals  from  the  gravel  layers  in  the  cliffs,  on  one 
occasion  delivering  the  whole  jawbone  of  a  woolly  rhinoceros  in  triumph  to  the 
Bleaney  Institute.  Not  surprisingly,  the  curator  had  seemed  a  little  put  out  that  I  had 
written  my  name  on  it.  I  also  discovered  a  Romano-British  rubbish  pit  in  a  disused 
sandpit  in  Cherry  Garden  Lane  near  the  college  and  spent  many  hours  piecing 
together  fragments  of  pottery  that  I  excavated  from  it.  I  also  recall  setting  up  an 
elaborate  series  of  glass  tanks  in  our  Arts  Room  in  order  to  house  a  varied  collection  of 
fishes,  reptiles  and  amphibia  that  my  friends  and  I  collected.  However,  as  I  showed 
few  signs  of  academic  brilliance  when  it  came  to  examinations  I  was  persuaded  that  it 
might  be  difficult  to  become  a  distinguished  naturalist  or  Egyptologist,  as  I  had  dreamt 
of  at  one  time!  In  the  event,  as  I  had  an  opening  into  the  world  of  numismatics,  I  felt 
this  would  be  a  career  that  would  combine  my  interest  in  things  historical  with 
opportunities  for  travel,  so  I  joined  Seaby’s  straight  from  school  in  September  1937. 

At  that  time  Seaby’s  occupied  just  the  first  floor  of  No.  65  Great  Portland  Street, 
above  a  motor  car  showroom.  Besides  H.A.S.,  my  colleagues  were  Margaret  Eccles, 
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who  cl  id  the  secretarial  work  and  the  accounts  and  who  also  looked  after  the  mihtar\ 
medals  and  decorations,  and  Donald  Swanson,  a  canny  Scot  with  a  dry  wit,  who  dealt 
mainly  with  British  coins  and  commemorative  medals,  lie  was  quite  an  authority  on 
Scottish  prize  medals  for  archery,  skating  and  curling  and  he  taught  me  a  lot  about 
coins  and  medals.  It  was  a  great  shame  that  he  eventually  lost  lus  sight.  The  other 
member  of  the  team  was  James  Barrett  w  ho  worked  part  of  the  day  on  our  outgoing 
post  and  the  rest  of  the  time  for  our  landlord,  to  w  hom  he  had  been  batman  during  the 
First  World  War.  Barrett  was  quite  a  character  who  very  much  enjoyed  his  mid-day  jar 
of  ale;  he  later  worked  full-time  for  us  to  quite  an  advanced  age.  As  for  myself,  1  'cut 
my  teeth"  on  British  coins  and  tokens  of  all  sorts  and  also  helped  Margaret  Eccles  with 
military  medals.  I  recall  re-ticketing  five  or  six  large  trays  of  Aethelred  II  silver  pennies 
from  the  Gantz  collection  and  maybe  a  couple  of  dozen  trays  of  Short  Cross.  Long 
Cross  and  Edward  I  and  II  pennies.  Many  of  these  were  priced  at  not  more  than  Is.  3d. 
(b'p. ). 

We  were  particularly  busy  during  mv  first  year  w  ith  the  abdication  medals  of  Edward 
VIII  and  the  coronation  medals  and  proof  sets  of  King  George  VE  We  were  one  of  the 
three  distributors  of  the  1937  proof  sets  and  the  Royal  Mint  generously  allowed  us  one 
shilling  (5p.)  commission  on  the  silver  and  copper  set  and  live  shillings  (25p.)  on  the 
set  of  four  gold  coins.  This  could  hardly  be  termed  a  'profit",  especially  as  we  had  to 
pay  for  the  coins  on  delivery,  which  was  very  slow  and  involved  much  correspondence 
with  anxious  customers.  However,  the  little  name  and  address  labels  that  we  sent  out 
with  the  sets  brought  us  a  great  deal  of  new  business  as  it  led  to  many  people  taking  up 
coin  collecting  for  the  first  time.  About  this  time  we  had  a  mailing  list  of  some  700-800 
clients.  By  the  mid-1960's  our  mailing  list  had  reached  its  unweildv  maximum  extent  of 
around  12,000  names.  Originally  our  price  list  had  been  duplicated  on  an  old, 
somewhat  erratic  Roneo  machine  but  we  went  over  to  printing  in  1936. 

What  was  so  fascinating  about  being  a  dealer  in  coins  was  not  only  the  great  variety 
of  coins  that  one  was  handling  but  also  the  extraordinary  diversity  of  collectors.  Some 
of  their  collections  we  knew  almost  as  well,  some  even  better,  than  their  owners  did. 
Many  collectors  acquired  material  from  a  number  of  different  sources  but  others 
limited  their  purchases  to  one  coin  dealer  only.  Most  collectors  would  never  attend  an 
auction  sale  in  person  but  would  place  their  bids  through  one  of  the  London  dealers: 
Baldwin.  Seaby,  Spink.  Indeed,  many  quite  important  auction  sales  of  the  1930-50 
period  had  barely  a  dozen  persons  in  the  saleroom.  Though  the  professions  were  well 
represented  amongst  our  clientele,  with  numerous  doctors  and  clergymen,  we  found 
that  a  growing  number  of  young  collectors  were  being  attracted  to  numismatics 
perhaps  hardly  surprising  at  a  time  when  it  was  possible  to  buy  a  coin  of  most  of  the 
Roman  emperors  and  English  kings  for  under  one  pound. 

In  1937  the  only  books  on  English  coins  that  were  actually  in  print  were  George 
Brooke's  English  Coins  and  the  British  Museum's  Norman  Kings  catalogue.  Our  first 
general  price  list  of  British  coins  based  on  pieces  actually  in  stock  had  been  issued  in 
1929  and  was  still  selling  well,  having  been  reprinted  several  times,  and  the  year  before 
!  joined  the  company  H.A.S.  had  compiled  Seaby's  first  catalogue  of  Roman  coins. 
We  had  also  published  a  specialised  catalogue  of  Tudor  and  Stuart  coins  based  on  the 
fine  collection  of  Richard  Cartwright  that  we  had  purchased  in  1935.  These  earls 
publications  were  partly  intended  as  a  stiles  medium  but  they  were  also  designed  to  till 
a  gap  in  the  limited  numismatic  literature  that  was  then  available.  In  the  closing  year  of 
the  War.  during  slack  periods  tit  his  Civil  Defence  area  headquarters  tit  Potters  Bar. 
H.A.S.  had  prepared  a  revised  catalogue  of  British  coins.  This,  the  first  of  our 
Standard  Catalogues ,  included  items  that  were  not  actually  in  stock  so  as  to  provide  a 
more  comprehensive  view  of  the  coinage.  This  was  published  in  1945  and  was  an 
immediate  success,  requiring  several  reprints  over  the  next  two  years.  It  will  soon  be 
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going  into  its  twenty-second  edition. 

At  the  time  of  the  Czechoslovakian  crisis  in  1938  I  had  joined  a  Territorial  heavy 
anti-aircraft  regiment  of  the  Royal  Artillery  as  I  felt  that  a  war  was  imminent.  In  fact,  1 
was  mobilised  for  active  service  in  August  1939,  ten  days  before  war  was  declared.  My 
battery,  initially  equipped  with  1914  naval  anti-aircraft  guns  on  mobile  mountings,  was 
sent  first  to  the  outskirts  of  London  but  was  soon  despatched  to  the  Portsmouth/ 
Southampton  area.  Later  we  were  sent  up  to  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire  to  give 
cover  to  Hull  and  the  Humber  estuary,  spending  a  bitterly  cold  winter  on  the 
Yorkshire  Wolds  housed  in  tents  inside  marquees.  In  the  autumn  of  1943  my  unit 
formed  part  of  the  Anglo-American  invasion  force  which  landed  in  Algeria.  Back  in 
England  in  1944  I  found  myself  shooting  down  German  VI  ‘doodlebug’  bombs  on  the 
Kent  coast  prior  to  spending  the  last  winter  of  the  war  in  Europe  on  a  gunsite  on  the 
outskirts  of  Flushing  on  the  flooded  island  of  Walcheren.  It  was  then  on  to  occupation 
duties  in  Germany  before  being  demobilized  in  May  1946. 

When  I  got  back  to  work  at  Seaby's  I  found  little  changed  except  for  additional 
accommodation  on  the  second  floor,  a  bomb  splinter  in  one  of  the  walls,  and  a  big  hole 
in  the  ground  behind  the  premises  where  the  St  George's  Concert  Hall  had  been  prior 
to  it  being  demolished  by  a  German  landmine.  The  St  George’s  Hotel  has  now  been 
built  on  the  site.  My  sister  Patricia  had  joined  the  firm  on  leaving  school  in  1943  and, 
until  she  marriecfand  emigrated  to  Canada  in  1949,  we  worked  at  adjoining  desks  to 
deal  with  British  coins  and  tokens.  A  year  before  my  return  Mrs  Emmy  Calm,  the 
widow  of  Dr  Julius  Calm,  the  eminent  Frankfurt  coin  dealer,  had  joined  our  staff  and 
her  extensive  knowledge  of  German  and  other  European  coinages  contributed  greatly 
to  the  growth  of  the  company  in  the  years  to  follow.  Further  newcomers  joined  the 
firm  in  1946:  Gilbert  Askew,  who  taught  me  the  little  I  know  about  Roman  coins  (he 
was  also  an  expert  on  the  Northumbrian  pipes — not  to  be  confused  with  the  Scottish 
bagpipes),  and  John  Hine  who  took  over  our  military  medal  department. 

The  years  following  the  war  saw  an  increasing  public  interest  in  coin  collecting  and 
to  cope  with  extending  business  we  took  on  three  more  junior  staff:  Laurence  Brown 
in  1947,  Alan  Rayner  in  1948  and  Frank  Purvey  in  1950.  All  three  are  now  well-know 
in  their  specialist  numismatic  fields.  Ratal  Protassiwicki  (‘Major  Prot’),  who  had  been 
a  cavalry  officer  in  the  Polish  army,  joined  the  company  in  1947.  He  had  a  remarkable 
facility  with  oriental  languages  and  scripts  and  attracted  an  enthusiastic  following 
amongst  collectors  of  Islamic  and  other  oriental  coins.  A  compatriot  of  his,  Julius 
Kozulubski,  came  to  Seaby's  in  1951  to  take  over  the  ancient  coins  following  the  death 
of  Gilbert  Askew.  These  two,  working  as  they  did  on  the  top  floor  of  our  building, 
were  occasionally  known  as  the  Heavenly  Twins.  The  following  year  I  became  a 
director  of  the  company  and  Seaby’s  published  my  book  The  Story  of  the  English 
Coinage.  It  w;as  only  at  the  end  of  last  year  that  a  revised  and  greatly  enlarged  version 
was  published  under  the  title  The  Story  of  British  Coinage.  From  1953  until  July  1980  I 
edited  or  was  joint-editor  of  this  Bulletin ,  an  activity  that  I  always  enjoyed  even 
though  it  was  not  always  easy  to  meet  the  press  deadline. 

One  of  the  first  numismatists  that  I  recall  meeting  was  Sir  Frank  Stenton,  the 
historian,  who  was  a  colleague  of  my  grandfather.  Professor  Allen  W.  Seaby,  at 
Reading  University.  In  my  early  teens  I  had  been  invited  to  tea  with  Sir  Frank  and 
Lady  Stenton  and  had  marvelled  at  their  extensive  historical  library  at  Home  Farm, 
Reading.  It  was  years  later  that  Sir  Frank  gave  a  memorable  address  to  the  British 
Numismatic  Society  at  its  old  Bedford  Square  meeting  room — one  of  the  most 
stimulating  lectures  that  I  recall.  In  it  he  discussed  various  Anglo-Saxon  numismatic 
problems,  research  into  which  might  have  considerable  importance  for  the  historian 
and  he  emphasised  that  history  and  numismatics  were  two  interconnected  disciplines 
and  that  students  of  one  should  not  ignore  the  other. 
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In  my  early  days  there  were  main  prominent  collectors  only  too  pleased  to  discuss 
their  particular  interests  with  a  budding  numismatist.  Even  Valentine  Ryan,  who 
usually  ignored  me  completely,  very  occasionally  could  not  resist  showing  me  a  recent 
purchase.  He  kept  an  exceptionally  large  safe  in  our  offices,  which  for  most  of  the  year 
merely  contained  a  pair  of  his  boots  and  an  electric  kettle,  only  giving  temporary 
shelter  to  one  or  more  coin  cabinets  during  his  brief  visits  to  London.  Dr  L.  A. 
Lawrence  spent  a  couple  of  hours  with  me  one  afternoon  when  I  had  occasion  to 
deliver  some  coins  to  him  by  hand,  showing  me  some  of  his  trays  of  Edward  III  gold 
and  silver  and  expanding  on  the  mysteries  of  mint  privy  marking.  When  the  last 
portion  of  his  large  collection  came  up  for  auction  we  purchased,  amongst  other 
things,  several  large  lots  of  U.K.  bronze  coins.  Several  years  later,  when  stocking  out  a 
lot  of  some  300  George  V  pennies,  all  in  mint  condition,  I  discovered  a  superb 
specimen  1933  penny,  only  six  of  which  were  previously  recorded.  Lawrence  had 
assisted  the  Royal  Mint  in  an  honorary  advisory  capacity  for  many  years  and  had 
obviously  received  specimens  of  new  coinage  as  it  was  minted. 

I  always  enjoyed  the  visits  to  London  of  that  cheerful  Yorkshireman,  A.  E.  Bagnall, 
invariably  enthusiastic  over  his  latest  acquisitions,  maybe  complaining  a  little  if  he  had 
to  pay  more  than  he  had  anticipated  but  delighted  it  he  had  secured  what  he  felt  to  be  a 
bargain.  Horace  Hird,  Alderman  Hird  of  Bradford,  was  another  regular  visitor,  his 
visits  usually  coinciding  with  meetings  of  one  of  the  numismatic  societies.  What  a 
superb  collection  of  Scottish  gold  coins  he  donated  to  the  Ashmolean  Museum!  In 
those  days,  when  security  was  far  less  of  a  problem  than  it  is  today,  collectors  were  far 
readier  to  exhibit  rare  coins  at  a  society  meeting  and  this  gave  others  an  opportunity  to 
examine  and  admire  coins  which  can  now  only  be  seen  in  museums  or  on  the  dispersal 
of  a  collection. 

The  old  Duke  of  Argyll  would  visit  us  from  time  to  time  before  the  War  and  would 
always  chat  with  me  in  a  kindly  manner,  giving  the  impression  that  he  assumed  that  I 
was  as  expert  as  he  was  on  the  subject  of  Anglo-Saxon  mints  and  moneyers!  Not  very 
long  after  his  accession  the  young  King  Larouk  of  Egypt  (then  slim  and  handsome) 
arrived  at  the  office  accompanied  bv  two  very  well-armed  bodyguards,  and  from  time 
to  time  until  his  deposition  we  would  receive  impressive  communications  from  his  chef 
< In  cabinet.  We  never  did  receive  payment  for  two  valuable  platinum  medals  des¬ 
patched  to  the  King  j ust  a  day  or  two  before  he  left  Egypt  and  which  were  auctioned 
off  by  the  republican  government  with  the  rest  of  the  royal  collection. 

Another  occasional  v  isitor  was  Robert  Graves,  the  poet  and  author,  who  died  quite 
recently  and  who  liked  to  have  bv  him  a  coin  of  the  subject  or  period  on  which  he  was 
writing.  How  1  enjoyed  /  Claudius  and  its  sequel,  how  fascinating  Ins  Creek  Mvtlis  and 
how  mysterious  his  White  Goddess!  R.  C.  She r riff,  the  playwright,  on  the  other  hand, 
was  a  true  collector,  and  he  was  able  to  get  together  a  sizeable  collection  of  Roman 
coins  from  the  proceeds  of  Journey's  End.  We  bought  his  very  choice  collection  ot 
Roman  gold  aurei  but  unfortunately  the  silver  and  copper  coins  that  he  retained  were 
stolen  m  a  burglary  shortly  before  his  death.  Dennis  Wheatley  was  another  author  vv ho 
occasionally  called  to  buy  a  coin  or  two  and  he  kept  an  old  chest  containing  pieces-of- 
eight  with  which  to  amuse  his  grandchildren  when  they  were  playing  pirates  together. 
Most  of  our  clients,  of  course,  were  not  well  known.  One  collector  springs  to  mind  w  ho 
remained  an  enigma  during  his  lifetime.  He  was  a  retiring,  unkempt  white-haired 
figure,  obv  iously  educated,  who  worked  as  a  shunter  at  Euston  goods  depot  and  even 
few  months  he  would  come  in  and  buy  a  gold  Byzantine  coin.  After  his  death  we 
purchased  his  collection:  each  coin  wrapped  in  a  scrap  of  newspaper  and  stuffed  into  a 
matchbox. 

Another  collector  no  lonuer  with  us  whom  I  visited  over  a  number  of  vears  at  his 
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home  in  Westgate,  Chichester,  was  Raymond  Carlyon-Britton.  His  father.  Major 
Philip  Carlyon  Britton,  had  been  President  of  the  British  Numismatic  Society  and  was 
noted  for  his  research  on  Norman  coinage.  We  purchased  Raymond's  very  fine 
collection  of  English  hammered  gold  in  1937  and  then  in  the  later  1940's  and  1950's  we 
handled  other  parts  of  his  vast  collection  of  British  hammered  silver  coins.  From  time 
to  time  he  would  buy  back  various  coins  that  he  had  previously  owned,  usually  because 
he  realized  that  he  would  be  unable  to  obtain  them  elsewhere  on  account  of  their 
rarity.  He  had  assembled  the  finest  collection  in  private  hands  of  the  coins  of  Ireland 
and  this  was  acquired  en  bloc  by  the  Ulster  Museum,  Belfast,  on  his  death.  Generously 
he  had  put  all  his  notes  on  Irish  coins  at  my  disposal  at  the  time  that  I  was  compiling 
the  Irish  Coins  and  Tokens  volume  of  the  Standard  Catalogue.  Carlyon-Britton  and 
C.  A.  Whitton  were  two  of  the  most  knowledgeable  students  of  English  hammered 
coinage  and  it  was  always  a  pleasure  to  discuss  coins  with  them.  Both  these 
numismatists  suffered  from  ill-health  but  the  value  of  their  research  work  was 
recognized  by  the  award  to  each  of  them  of  the  British  Numismatic  Society’s  John 
Sanford  Saltus  Gold  Medal. 

I  could  go  on  to  mention  many  other  collectors  of  the  past  (and  of  the  present,  too) 
but  if  I  did  so  this  could  develop  into  a  biographical  dictionary.  I  have  not  mentioned 
my  travels  after  [952  and  the  many  friends  that  I  have  made  overseas,  nor  my  contacts 
with  numerous  numismatic  societies  and  associations  and  with  dealer  colleagues  at 
home  and  abroad — 1  will  leave  that  until  1996!  Following  my  retirement  in  1984  my 
wife  and  I  thought  of  moving  north  to  be  nearer  to  our  daughters  and  their  families. 
We  moved  last  year  to  York  and  I  find  that,  as  well  as  continuing  a  consultancy  link 
with  Seaby’s,  I  am  involved  with  our  local  numismatic  and  archaeological  groups  in 
and  around  this  historic  city.  Once  ‘hooked’  on  coins  one  does  not  easily  lose  interest 
in  them.

CENTURIES  OF  GOLD 

THE  COINAGE  OF  MEDIEVAL  ISLAM 

As  part  of  its  programe  to  present  various  important  aspects  of  Islamic  civilisation  to 
London  and  its  visitors,  the  Zamana  Gallery  is  mounting  an  exhibition  entitled 
Centuries  of  Gold  to  demonstrate  how  money  and  coins  affected  people  from  all  walks 
of  life  in  medieval  Islam.  The  exhibition  will  run  until  Sunday  5th  October.  Visitors 
can  view  the  fantastic  collection  of  rare  and  historic  coins  in  their  context  through 
three-dimensional  dioramas,  illustrations,  explanatory  texts,  audio  visual  material  and 
the  coins  themselves.  Many  of  these  have  never  been  exhibited  before  and  are  on  loan 
from  one  of  the  finest  collections  of  Islamic  coins  in  the  world.  The  collection  of  195 
coins  on  display  include  many  rarities  such  as: 

The  only  gold  dinar  that  bears  the  mint  name  AL-URDUN,  struck  by  the  Caliph 
Al-Radi  in  the  year  329  of  the  Hijra. 

—  A  Qarmatid  dinar  of  Philastin  of  the  year  366  which  gives  us  the  name  of  a  new 
ruler  in  that  year  by  the  name  of  Ja-Far. 

Iikhan  double  dinar  of  the  ruler  Arpakhan — struck  at  the  army  mint  of  Bazaar, 
736  of  the  Hijra.  One  of  the  very  few  coins  of  this  period. 
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A  well  produced  catalogue  accompanies  the  exhibition,  reproducing  196  coins  with 
detailed  numismatic  description.  The  text  is  the  series  of  introductive  panels  to  each  ot 
the  seven  sections  of  the  exhibition  and  also  reproduces  the  enlarged  engravings  that 
illuminate  each  section  almost  as  a  ‘frontispiece'  to  the  coins.  The  colour  plates  feature 
the  three-dimensional  diagrams  from  each  section  and  enlargements  of  some  of  the 
principle  coins  displayed.  Written  by  the  exhibition  director,  Robert  Darley-Doran, 
the  catalogue  is  a  very  pleasing  memento  of  the  exhibition  as  well  as  being  a  detailed 
numismatic  listing  of  this  superb  show  of  the  gold  coinage  of  medieval  Islam.  The 
catalogue  (64  pp.,  22  col.  lllus.,  plus  192  coin  illus.)  is  available  at  the  gallery 
bookshop,  price  £6.95. 

The  Zamana  Gallery  bookshop  stocks  a  wide  range  of  books  related  to  coins  and  the 
world  of  Islam.  The  Bookshop  and  Gallery  will  be  open  to  the  public  between  10  a.m. 
and  5.30  p.m.  on  Tuesdays  to  Saturdays,  and  on  Sunday  from  12-5.30  p.m.  The 
Gallery  is  situated  opposite  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum. 

Entrance  to  the  Centuries  of  Gold  Exhibition  is  £1,  and  50p  for  concessions.

We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  Seaby  Medals  Ltd.  have  been  commissioned  to 
produce  the  official  medal  for  the  World  Chess  Championship  now  taking  place  at  the 
Park  Lane  Hotel  in  London. 

This  event  is  unique  on  two  counts:  not  only  is  it  the  centenary  of  the  World  Chess 
Championship,  but  it  is  also  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  championship  that  two 
Russians  have  agreed  to  play  a  match  outside  the  Soviet  Union.  The  intense  rivalry 
between  the  two  grand  masters  Anatoly  Karpov  and  the  defending  champion  Gary 
Kasparov,  promises  not  only  to  provide  some  splendid  chess,  but  good  ‘theatre’  as 
well.  The  fact  that  the  first  twelve  games  are  being  held  in  London  is  a  triumph  for  the 
organisers,  who  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  sponsorship  from  a  variety  of  sources, 
including  the  Save  and  Prosper  Lund.  The  players  have  generously  agreed  to  donate 
their  considerable  prize  money  to  the  Chernobyl  disaster  fund. 

The  twelve  games  of  the  London  championship  open  in  London  on  28th  July  in  the 
ballroom  of  the  hotel.  Games  are  held  from  5  pm  to  10  pm  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays 
and  Fridays  with  adjourned  games  being  played  from  5  pm  to  1 1  pm  on  Tuesdays, 
Thursdays  and  Saturdays. 
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Before  transferring  to  Leningrad  at  the  beginning  of  September  where  the  remain¬ 
ing  twelve  games  will  be  played,  the  two  contestants  will  be  presented  with  gold 
examples  of  the  Seaby  medal  by  the  British  Chess  Federation.  The  design  is  by  Ron 
Dutton  and  depicts  on  the  obverse,  profiles  of  Kasparov  and  Karpov  set  against  a  chess 
board.  The  reverse  commemorates  both  the  1886  championship  between  Steinitz  and 
Zukertort  and  the  1986  Karpov/Kasparov  match. 

Examples  of  the  medal  will  be  on  sale  at  the  Park  Lane  Hotel  during  the 
Championship  or  may  be  obtained  direct  from  ourselves  at  8,  Cavendish  Square  at  the 
following  prices:-  Gold  (9ct.)  £575;  Sterling  silver  £39.50;  Bronze  £4.95.  The  gold  and 
silver  medals  are  housed  in  a  rectangular  black  vinyl  covered  case  with  black  velvet  and 
white  silk  interior,  the  bronze  is  in  a  circular  transparent  plastic  screw  case.  Postage  is 
charged  extra  on  the  silver  (£3  overseas;  £1  inland);  bronze  (£1  overseas;  55p  inland).
